In use this week was the greater 
part of Collegeville’s new, modern 
kitchen. Back among the shiny 
equipment, Sisters of the Precious 
Blood reveled in their bright — 
though strange — quarters. Out in 
the refrectory came murmurs of 
approval as the waiters rolled out 
electric steam carts piled high with 
delicious food. 

The kitchen proper boasts of 
three large Walk-in refrigerators. 
Here are' stored meat* vegetables,- 
and dairy products that are kept 
always fresh. Down the wall from 
the refrigerators is a giant electric 
potato masher that whips such food 
to a fluffy consistency. 


Directly across a small aisle from 
the potato masher are two deep-fat 
friers, used for french frying, and 
controlled by an electric thermo- 
stat. Then there are five steam 
kettles, set in a drip pan, where 
soup, potatoes, and vegetables are 
prepared. 

Two sections of the large gas 
range, which occupies the center of 
the cookery, form a griddle best 
used f or steaks and eggs . .This type 
of griddle is not common to most 
kitchens. 

Set up near the ranges is a large 
work table and a bain-marie where 
foodstuffs are placed after removal 


from the range. The food is kept 
temptingly warm here. 

Over all these kettles, stoves, and 
friers that go to make up the cook- 
ery proper is a large ventilating 
hood that carries off all steam and 
smoke. This ventilating system also 
provides a complete change of air 
every six minutes. 

In the same large room with the 
cookery, but separated by a waist- 
high -tile- wall, is a section for the| 
cleaning of vegetables and the 
scouring of pots and pans. Here are 
three large stainless steel sinks and 
a utensil rack. 

Also in this large room is an 


automatic meat slicer, a food chop- 
per, a stainless steel table with bins 
for supplies, a hard-maple top table 
for preparing meats and vegetables, 
and another sink for general use. 

Adjoining the cookery is the serv- 
ing room. This section is arranged 
in such a manner as would be neces- 
sary for the cafeteria style of serv- 
ing meals. The twelve-foot steam 
table, with its compartments, could 
easily serve four hundred people. 

Alongside the steam tableisa 
salad-preparing table. Salad ma- 
terials are kept fresh and within 
easy reach by another huge refrig- 
erator. Along the wall are two 
banks of coffee urns. Each urn 


holds twelve gallons. Each bank has 
a large water tank and two twelve- 
gallon urns. 

Four electrically heated steam 
trucks are used by the waiters in 
serving the meals. These trucks as- 
sure quicker service and warm food. 

Other equipment yet to be in- 
stalled includes a large single-tiered 
pressure cooker which will have 
seven compartments. The top of 
this table will serve as a steam 
table. Also to be delivered is 
double boiler for cereals. 

According to the Rev. John J. 
Schon, C.PP.S., treasurer of the col- 
lege, the old kitchen will serve as a 
dining hall next year.
